RAILROAD HEAD FINED $25,000 
FOR FALSELY BILLING COAL 


PD. T. & L President Pleads Guilty 

of Diverting Shipments and 
Splitting Rates.

COLUMBUS, O., Dec. 3.—D. P. 


Rudemann, president of the De- 
troit, Toleda & Ironton Railroad, 
was fined $25,000 today by Federal 


Judge Benson W. Hough when he 
pleaded guilty to an indictment 
charging the railroad with falsely 
billing shipments of coal. 

He pleaded guilty on each of 25 
counts in the indictment. 
The Federal grand jury indicted 
him last spring and on June 21, 
Rudemann pleaded ngt guilty. The 
indictment charged Dim and the 
railroad with diverting coal ship- 
ments over a short line and split- 
ting the rates which had been col- 
lected on a billing to a fictitious 
designation. One count of the in- 
dictment charged that a shipment 
of coal] entered for Jackson, O., 
was billed to South Charleston, 
near Springfield, over the Norfolk 
& Western and the D. Tv. & L 
and was diverted over another 
route at a great saving mm cost. 
Rudemann was subject to a maxi- 
mum penalty of $450,000. 


KILLS BUSINESS MAN, WOUNDS 
WOMAN, THEN ENDS HIS LIFE 


To the right was another great 
giacier we had seen on our base- 
laying flight. It looked passable. 
But was it wide enough? Were 
there mountains beyond that would 
block us—over which we could not 
fly?

The fuel 
would be too low. We would have 
to turn back to Little America. It 
seemed a flip’of the coin. We de- 
cided to stake success on the un- 
known giacier to the right. 

Snow or Clouds? 

The white clouds around the 
mountains that bounded the top of 
the pass to the right and  ieft 
merged with white in the center of 
the pass. Was it snow or clouds, 
and if clouds could we fly above 
them? Would the clouds stretch 


We would have to keep out of 
clouds while dodging around among 
the mountains, forin the clouds we: 
would almost certainly collide with 
apeak. Soon we had passed near 
our little cache of food and gaso- 
line and more than a mile above 
it. It was, of course, too tiny to 
be seen from our altitude. 

When we had landed at the base 
the mountain ridge running east 
and west about four miles south 
of it loomed above us from the 
snow as a very large mountain. 
Now we could see behind it and to 
the south, southeast and southwest 
were great towering peaks that 
made our base mountain look like 
a pigmy. 

We realized forcefully then how 
very little indeed the foot travclier 
sees. Now below us was the ice 
line of the great glacier. For a 
distance it was terribly crevassed, 
cracks running parallel looking like 
a great washing board, not a good 
landing place. The mountain peaks 
and formations were awe-inspiring 
in their majesty, terrible in the 
colossal shapes. As we eagerly 
looked around we felt very insignif- 
icant and small among these lofty 
and eternal peaks. Everywhere we 
looked was some formation prob- 
ably no living thing had ever be- 
fore seen, for this area, the coldest 
on the earth, is dead. But there 
was little time for such thoughts. 
Our plane was a busy plane, a 
great contrast to our lifeless sur- 
roundings.

DETROIT, Mich., Dec. 3.—Wage 
increases that will add approxi- 
mately $20,000,000 ‘a year to the 
payroll of the Ford Motor Co. were 
announced today by Edsel Ford, 
president of the company. The 
minimum wage of $6 a day is in- 
creased to $7 a day and increases 
of 6 cents an hour were given to 


employes already receiving between 
$7 ang $10 a day. 

The increase, which is effective 
as of Dec. i, is confined to em- 
ployes within the United States. Of 
these 113.643 come in the classifi- 
cation of increases of 5 cents an 
hour to all employes who have been 
receiving $7 or more a day. : 

Those whose minimum wage will 
be increased from $6 to $7 a day 
number at the present 24,320. 

In Line With Pledge to Hoover. 
The increase is ip line with the 
announcement recently made by 
Henry Ford at Washington during 
President Hoover's business con- 
ference. 

The wage increase from a mini- 
mum of $6 a day to $7 is a third 
major step of this kind taken by 
the company since January, 1914. 
At that time the company startled 
the industrial world by increasing 
the scale from an average of $2.34 
a day to a minimum of $5. This 
increase ~eneraliy was considered a 
radical industrial move and many 
economists contended it could not 
be successfully maintained. 
Simultaneously the company re- 
duced the working day from nine 
hours to eight hours. The in- 
crease alone resulted in an increase 
of $11,000,000 a year for the work- 
ers concerned, while additions to 
the number of employes by reason 
of the shorter working day caused 
an added wage payment through- 
out the Ford plants of $6,000,000 a 
year. 

The second major increase was 
announced on Jan. 1, 1919, when 
the minimum scale was increased 
from $5 to $6 a day. 

Edsel Ford’s Announcement. 

The formal announcement by 
Edsel Ford said: 

“Ford employes of every grade 
began working under an increased 
wage scale Monday. The Ford 
minimum wage was increased from 
$6 a day to $7. All employes whose 
wage rate exceeded the minimum 
wage received an increase in their 
hourly rate. The probationary, or 
hiring-in wage, which is paid to 
apprentice employes for the first 
two months, was raised from $5 a 
day to $6. In addition to those 
wate increases, the salary-rol] was 
raised 5 per cent. It is the third 
time the Ford Motor Co. has raised 
its minimum wage. 

“On the basis of the October pay- 
roll, which registered 144.990 em- 
ployes, the monthly increase will 
amount to $1.628,451, or slightly in 
excess of $19.500,000 a year. All 
Ford branches and plants in the 
United States are included. 

“Employes raised from $6 to $7 
a day number 24,320 on the basis 
of the October pay roll. 

Not Collected From Public. 

“Employes to the number of 
113.643 have received increases 
which bring their daily wage be- 
tween $7.20 and $10 a day. Of this 
number, 27,410 go to $7.20: 83,396 
men go to $7.60 a day: 22,971 men 
go to $8 a day, and 12.327 men go 
to $8.40 a day. Between that rate 
and $10 a day, 17,539 men are af- 
fected. 

“We are able to make this wage 
increase partly because of antici- 
pated economies and the great vol- 
ume of production which we have

The heart, adopted as a symbol 
of the campaign, has been placed 
on banners strung across principal 
streets and on posters used in win- 
dow displays of more than 100 
merchants. The appeal was ie- 
peated through collars attached to 
milk bottles delivered to many 
homes this morning. 

Statement by Chairman. 

Byron W. Moser, chairman of 
the campaign, in a statement to- 
day urged that a generous response 
be made to the appeal. “Poverty 


which exists in both the city and 
county cannot be erased merely by 
waving a magic wand,” he said. 
“Actual funds must be used in re- 
habilitating persons whose future 
usefulness to the community de- 
pends solely upon the constructive 
work accomplished through the 
Fund's participating agencies.” 

A suggestion that citizens make 
a voluntary assessment against 
themselves to enable Community 
Fund agencies to support activities 
sustained elsewhere through pub- 
lic taxation was made by E. G.

Tradesmen Must Find Out: if She Has Consent 
to Pledge His Credit _—~

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—A hus- 


band.who gives his wife an ample 
cash allowance with which to make 
her purchases and forbids her to 
open charge accounts cannot be 
held liable for debts “thoughtlessiy 


and needlessly contracted” by her 
without his consent. 

Justice Charies H. Robb of the 
District of Columbia Court of Ap- 
peals has so ruled, on the basis of 
English and American precedents, 
in excusing Representative George! 
Huddleston (Dem.), Alabama, of / 
liability for $245 sought to be col- 
lected by the Saks Fur C*, of this 
city. 

The amount was claimed as a 
balance due on a fur coat and fox 
scarf purchased by Mrs. Bertha 
Huddleston, his wife, with a down 
payment of $8. 

Huddleston testified in the Mu- 
nicipal Court, where he won his 
case, that he allowed his wife $75 
a month in cash for her personal 
expenses and had forbidden her to 
pledge his credit. The case came 
before Justice Robb on appeal by 
the fur company. _ 

Responsible Only Once. 
After reviewing at length a 
number of American and English 
cases, the court lays down the 
rule that when a husband has once 


his wife, he may not be compelled 
in a court of law to do so again. 
“We are of the view,” says Jus- 
tice Robb, “that the rule to be 
deduced from the authorities we 
have reviewed is just and salutary. 
Its tendency will be to check ecx- 
travagance (one of the most j ro- 
nounced of modern evils) and <* 
the same time protect thousands, 
who in good faith have made such 
provisions for their wives as their 
means and station in life warrant- 
ed, from debts thoughtlessly and 
needlessly contracted, and often 
beyond the capacity of the hus- 
band to pay. Moreover, it does not 
require the discernment of .a Solo- 
mon to appreciate that the un- 
authorized purchase .f goods hy 
a wife, whose husband haa ade- 
quately provided for her, inevitably 
will have a tendency to disturb and 
possibly disrupt their conjugal re- 
lations.”’

Court points out, in the words of 
Lord Justice Bramwell] of England, 
who said: 

“If it be said that such a pro- 
ceeding would offend the custom- 
er, T answer that may be an ex- 
eellent reason why the tradesman 
should not ask the question, but it 
is no reason for seeking to make 
the husband pay because the ques- 
tion is not asked.” 


Representative Huddleston, at 
the trial in the Municipal Court, 
testified that he had no knowledge 
of the purchase by his wife of the 
fur coat and scarf for which suit 
was brought; that he never author- 
ized her to purchase the articles; 
that he had instructed her not to 
make any purchases on his credit, 

For a long time before the goods 
were bought, he had been paying 
his wife $75 a month, he said, and 
he had instructe¢é Beg to limit her- 
self to this amoum® It had been 
his personal custom for years, he 
told the Court, to buy for cash 
for himself and family and never 
heard of her transaction with the 
Saks Fur Co., until served with 
summons in the law suit. 

Justice Robb’s opinion con- 
cludes: “The present. day means 
available to merchants for the as- 
certainment of the moral und 
financial responsibility of patrons 
and customers are such that little 
apprehension need be indulged on 
account of the rule we have an- 
nounced.”

Four Congreasons! committees are planning to 
investigate the ‘Federal Power Commission and re 
cent developments indicate the Commission offers 
a fruitful field of inquiry. We refer particularly 
to an order originated by F. E. Bonner, executive 
secretary of the Commission, and approved by See 
retary Wilbur, by which some of the accounting 
| work of the Commission is to be turned over to the 
accounting units of the Departments of War, Agri- 
culture and Interior. 

: On the surface, this order is a routine administra- 
tive measure occasioned by the inability of the 
Commission’s small accounting force to cope with 
the mass of work before it. Actually it represents 
what seems to be a conspiracy to clip the wings of 
William V. King, chief accountant of the Commis 
sion since 1922. Mr. King, one of the ablest men in 
‘his profession, is persona non grata to the Power 
Trust because, in his valuation of utility properties, 
he has followed the “prudent investment” theory. 
as the law requires him to do. 

Mr. Bonner’s order is curiously in line with a se 
cret memorandum, supposedly written by a Power 
Trust representative and published in the Post-Dis- 
patch last July. That memorandum, pointing out 
| that the activities of Mr. King’s department “have 
| very critical aspects for the electrical power indus- 
try.” suggests that the accounting work “could be 
better done by the Departments of War, Interior and | 
Agriculture than by the commission's staff directly.” 

To distribute highly technical accounts to various 
departments whose workers are unfamiliar with the 
subject seems to the Baltimore Sun-to be “an ex- 
tremely slipshod and reckless way in which to con- 
duct the public's business and protect a very im- 
portant public interest in the hydroelectric power 
developments that have been licensed under the Fed- 
eral Water Power act.” 

The real solution of the Commission's accounting 
problem is not allocation of the work to other de 
partments but adoption of Senator Couzens’ plan to 
establish a Federal Power Commission comparable 
to the Interstate Commerce Commission, this body 
to be composed of trained commissioners competent 
to pass on the complicated engineering and account- 
ing problems presented by the power industry. In 
the meanwhile, however, Congress should appropri- 


tile to talk of changing the law. To nullify it alone 
is practicable. It is what always happens. 

Meanwhile, the testimony of both Mr. Churchill 
and Sir Philip Gibbs to the steady gain of tem- 
perance in the British Isles is important. No 
thinking people can remain insensible to such proofs 
of error. We have made a mistake. That we should 
realize this is far more important than that we 
should get something done about changing the law. 
We made a similar mistake in the fifteenth amend- 
ment. We have realized it for a long time, and that 
is after all the decisive factor. There is always 
plenty of room in the political graveyard for im- 
practical laws. . 

Such a detached opinion as Mr. Churchill’s will 
help us to rationalize this vexatious if amusing is- 
sue. To see humorously, as he has done, what is at 
bottom tragic, is an essential which no experienced 
Briton is likely to ignore. “Whom the gods would 
destroy they first make mad.”

EPORTS from Europe indicate that al- 


though there recently have been such 
considerable events as the completion of the 
statutes of the International Bank, the con- 
solidation of Tardieu’s new Cabinet, the per- 
manent appointment of Julius Curtius as 
German Foreign Minister and the naming 
of Ambassadors between Great Britain and 
Russia, the business generally regarded as 
most important for the Continent took piace 
in Washington, where the two steps by Hoo- 
ver, one his Armistice day speech and the 
other his calling of a nativnal economic con- 
ference, set up international repercussions 
dominating European interest, 

Hoover's appeal for the abolition of the 
starvation weapon in war momentarily over- 
shadowed another passage considered by 
European diplomats of more immediate sig- 
nificamce: “We will reduce naval strength 
in proportion to any other. Having said 
that, it only remains for others to say how 
iow they will go. It cannot be too low for 
us.” The others obviously inciude.not only 
Great Britain but Japan, France and Italy. 

{t is argued in Europe tbat since Great 
Britain not only has decided on parity with 
the United States but apparently is also re- 
solved not to be outdone by America in set- 
ting the point where parity shall be fixed. 
Hoover's statement lays upon the three 
smaller Powers the responsibility of estab- 
lishing a maximum. The degree to which 
Japan, France and Italy will consent to dis- 
arm will determine the limit within which 
Engiand and the United States can hold 
their navies. 

It now appears to European observers 
that France will be the stumbling bieck in 
London as she was in Washington, and the 
principal dispute of the 1930 conference 
will be. not between America and Great 
Britain. but between Italy and France. All 
of the three smaller Powers look with cor- 
ceajed distrust upon the new friendliness 
between the United States and Great Britain. 
but France especially. MacDonaid’s visit to 
America burned away the iast fragments of 
Chamberiain’s 1928 arrangement whereby 
Enziand promised hands off the French 
army.

Mr. Hutchinson points out what 
formidable competition such an 
econ:mic union could be expected 
to offer America within a gene: - 
‘on. This economic unit, ‘“‘the 
United. States of Europe,” would 
have the same wide stretch of ter- 
ritory” that America has, ‘‘contain- 
ing the same rich stores of raw 
materials and thickly populated 
markets. Inside this territory there 
would be exactly the same freecom 
of commercial activity as ‘in the 
American federal republic. And all 
around the outside edge there 
would be the same high protec- 
tive tariff that. America has found 
of such importance in warding off 
competition from abroad.” 


Russia, if is generally believed, 
so Mr. Hutchinson tells us; could 
not be induced to enter such a 
union. “The soviet state is work- 
ing desperately to transform Rus- 
sia into a highly industrialized 
state. The much advertised ‘five- 
year development program,’ which 
concentrates attention on the ex- 
pansion of the industrial structure 
occupies the same place in Russia 
that prohibition has in America. 
Russia expects war, She takes:the 
theory of ultimate: war with the 
rest of Europe—and with the 
United States for that matter—as 
so much holy gospel. Russia's in- 
dustrial. program is fundamentally 
@ means of preparing for this com- 
ing war.” 

Engiand, the author says, could 
not afford to enter the proposed 
union, since the high tariff es- 
sential to the protection of such a 
union would be fatal to her own 
interest. Italy, too, if her present 
mood holds. would probably re- 
main outside. 

Readers who may be interested 
in world affairs should not assume 
that Mr. Hutchinson is only an- 
other one of those writing gentle- 
men who specialize in “viewing 
with alarm.” On the contrary, it 
is sometimes almost painfully ap- 
parent that he is not wholly un- 
touched by that optimism which al- 
ways accompanies a great folly in 
its apparently successful stage. At 
times, he actually seems to see, in 
all that he has set forth, some 
glimmer of hope for an enduring 
world peace!

RITZ KREISLER played his 
annual recital at the Odeon last 
night and the usual Kreisler 
crowd was there, filling all the 
overflowing on to 


at the close of each number and 
successfully demanding the “Cap- 
rice Viennois.” 


Kreisler long ago became what 
is technically known at, the "‘des- 
pair of the critics.” His playing is 
so consistently angelic that a re- 
view of his concert always degener- 
ates into a rather meaningless 
panegyric before it has fairly got 
under way. But since that must 
happen one may as well say, in 
reference to last night's perform- 
ance, that it was up to his usual 
standard and be done with it. 
Words piled upon words could car- 
ry no greater significance for his 
playing is habitually like some 
oracular voice, compact of wisdom 
and compassion. 


Having shirked the 
task of finding new ways of de- 
scribing the characteristic Kreisler- 
ian tone quality, his effortless teca- 
nique, and the noble sanity of his 
musicianship, one has nothing left 
to talk about but his program, his 
appearance and the audience. 


Beside his announced program 
he played four encores—Ravel’s 
“Habanera,” Falla’s “Jota” and 
his own “Caprice Viennois”. and 
“Schoen Rosmarin.” But it is in 
reference to his program as a 
whole that a reviewer may do a 
little critical snapping without 
making himself ridiculous. Aside 
from the Pasquali “Sonata” and 
the Bach “Chaconne,” the program 
was commonplace. While it is true 
that Kreisler can play “Poor But- 
terfly” and make it sound like 


ing this generation's gr@atest in- 
terpretive talent to anything but 
the greatest music. 

“Since Kreisler can make a sim- 
ple announcement and fill any au- 
ditorium in Europe or America it 
would seem to be a matchless op- 
portunity for making huge seg- 
ments of the population realize 
that there is something to music 
besides the “Londonderry Air.” 


As for the typical Kreisler aud- 
lence, it is an endless source of 
“fascination. Every type is* there, 
for Kreisler brings out persons 
who are notyreached by any other 
kind of music nor any other musi- 
cian but who really -comprehend 
his art, not only when he plays 
those elegant trifles but when he 
plays Bach as well. Within the 
range of my eye sat a banker, a 
promoter, a diplomat, two school- 
teachers, two priests and a man 
who sells chocolate bars and pea- 
puts from a sidewalk stand. And 
in the midst of this stood the 
immortal! Fritz with his beautifully 
sculptured head and face and his 
faint, Gioconda smile. Altogether 
the annual Kreisier concert is 
something tike the setting up of a 
shrine to which one may take a 
dusty soul for a much needed ren- 
ovation.

strength: our people have ad- 
vanced in comfort; we have 
gained in knowledge; the educa- 
tion of youth has been more 
widely spread; moral and spir- 
itual forces have been main- 
tained; peace has become more 
assured. The problems’ with 
which we are confronted are the 
problems of growth and of prog- 
ress. In their solution we have 
to determine the facts, to develop 
the relative importance to be as- 
signed to such facts, to formulate 
a common judgment upon them, 
and to realize solutions in a spirit 
of conciliation. 

We are not only at peace with 
all the world, but the founda- 
tions for future peace are being 
substantially strengthened. To 
promote peace is our long-estab- 
lished policy. Through the Kel- 
logg-Briand pact a great moral 
standard has been raised in the 
world. By it 54 nations have 
covenanted to renounce war and 
to settle all disputes by pacific 
means. Through it a new world 
outlook has been inaugurated 
which has profoundly affected 
the foreign policies of nations. 
Since its inauguration we have 
initiated new efforts not only in 
the organization of the machin- 
ery of peace but also to eliminate 
dangerous forces which produce 
controversies amongst nations. 

In January, 1926, the Senate 
gave its consent to adherence to 
the Court of International Jus- 
tice with certain reservations. In 
September of this year the stat- 
ute establishing the court has, 
by the action of the nations sig- 
natory, been amended to meet 
the Senate’s reservations and to 
so even bevond those reserva- 
tions to make clear that the 
court is a true internationa! 
court of justice. I believe it will 
be clear to everyone that no con- 
troversy or question in which 
this country has or claims an in- 
terest can be passed on by the 
court without our consent at the 
time the question arises. The 
doubt about advisory opinions 
has been completely safeguard- 
ed. Our adherence to the Inter- 
national Court is, as now consti- 
tuted, not the slightest step 
toward entry into the League of 
Nations. As I have before indi- 
cated, I shall direct that our sig- 
mature be affixed to the proto- 
col of adherence and shall sub- 
mit it for the approval of the 
Senate with a special message at 
some time when it is convenient 
to deal with it. 

Five-Power Naval Conference. 


In the hope of reducing fric- 
tion in the world, and with the 
desire that we may reduce the 
great economic burdens of naval 
armament, we have joined in 
eonference with Great Britain, 
France, Italy and Japan .. be 
held in London in January to 
consider the further limitation 
and reduction of naval arms. We 
hold high hopes that success may 
attend this effort, 

At the beginning of the pres- 
ent administration the neighbor- 
ing State of Mexico was beset 
with domestic insurreetion. We 
maintained the embargo upon the 
shipment of arms to Mexico but 
permitted the duly constituted 
Government to procure supplies 
from our surplus war i stocks. 
Fortunately, the Mexican Gov- 
ernment by its own strength suc- 
cessfully withstood the insurrec- 
tion with but slight damage. Op- 
portunity of further peaceful de- 
velopment is given to that coun- 
try. At the request of the Mex- 
ican Government, we have since 
lifted the embargo on shipment 
of arms altogether. The two 
Governments have taken further 
steps to promote friendly rela- 
tionships and so solve our @dif- 
ferences. Conventions prolonging 
for a period of two years the life 
of the general and special claims 
commissions have been conclud- 
ed. 

In South America we are proud 
to have had part in the settle- 
ment of the long-standing dispute 
between Chile and Peru in the 
disposal of the question of Tacna- 
Arica. 

The work of the commission 
of inquiry and conciliation be- 
tween Bolivia and Paraguay, in 
which a representative of this 
Government participated, has 
successfully termirfated an inci- 
dent which seemed to threaten 
war. The proposed plan for final 
settlement as suggested by the 
neutral Governments its still un- 
der consideration, 

This Government has contin- 
ued its efforts to act as a medi- 
ator in boundary difficulties be- 
tween Guatemala and Honduras. 

A further instance of profound 
importance in establish’ i¢ good 

' will was the inauguration of reg- 
ular air mail service between the 
United States and Caribbean, 
Central American and South 
American countries. 

Marines on Foreign Soil. 

We still have marines on for- 
eign soil—in Nicaragua, Haiti 
and China. In the large sense 
we do not wish to be represent- 
ed abroad in such manner. About 
1600 marines remain in Nicara- 
gua at the urgent request of that 
Gevernment and the leaders of 
all parties pending the training 
ef a domestic constabulary capa- 
dle of insuring tranquillity. We 
have already reduced these forces 

bale. and we are anxious te 


It is my desire to establish 


and relationships with the Latin- 
American countries by strength- 
ening the diplomatic missions to 
those countries. It is my hope 
to secure men long experienced 
in our Diplomatic Service, who 
speak the languages of the peo- 
ples to whom they are accredit- 
ed, as chiefs of our diplomatic 
missions in these States. I shall 
send to the Senate at an early 
date the nominations <: several 
such men. 

The Congress has by numerous 
wise and foresighted acts in tr 
past few years greatly strength - 
ened the character of our repre- 
sentation abroad. It has made 
libera] provision fer the establish- 
ment of suitable quarters for our 
foreign staffs in the different 
countries. In order, however, 
that we may further develop the 
most effective force in this, one 
of the most responsible functions 
of our Government, I shall rec- 
ommend to the Congress more 
liberal appropriations for the 
work of the State Department. 
I know of no expenditure of pub- 
lic money from which a greater 
economic and moral return can 
come to us than by assuring the 
most effective conduct of our 
foreign relations. 

Expense of National Defense. 

To preserve internal order and 
freedom from encroachment is 
the first purpose of government. 
Our Army and Navy are being 
maintained in a most efficient 
state under officers of high in- 
telligence and zeal. The extent 
and expansion of their numbers 
and equipment as at present au- 
thorized are ample for this pur- 
pose. 

We can well be deeply con- 
cerned, however, at the growing 


expense. From a total expendi- 


ture for national defense pur- 
poses in 1914 of $267,000,000, it 
naturally rose with the Great 
War, but receded again to $612,- 
000,000 in 1924, when again it 
began to rise until during the 
current fiscal year the expendi- 
tures will reach to over $730,- 
000,000, excluding all civilian 
service of those departments. 
Programs now authorized will 
carry it to still larger figures in 
future years. While the remu- 
neration paid to our soldiers and 
sailors is justly.at a higher rate. 
than that of any other country 
in the world, and while the cost 
of subsistence is higher, yet the to- 
tal of our expenditures is in ex- 
cess of those of the most high- 
ly militarized nations of the 
world. 

Upon the conference shortly to 
be held in London will depend 
such moderation as we can make 
in naval expenditure. If we shall 
be compelled to undertake the 
naval construction implied in the 
Washington arms treaty as well 
as other construction which 
would appear to be necessary if 
no international agreement can 
be completed, we shall be Com- 
mitted during the next six years 
to a construction expenditure of 
upward of $1,200,000,000, besides 
the necessary further increase in 
costs for annual upkeep. 

After 1914 the various Army 
contingents necessarily expanded 
to the end of the Great War and 
then receded to the low point in 
1924, when expansion again 
began. In 1914 the officers and 
men in our regular forces, both 
Army and Navy, were about 164,- 
000, in 1924, there were about 
256,000, and in 1929 there were 
about 250,000. Our citizens’ ar- 
my, however, including the Na- 
tional Guard and other forms of 
reserves, increase these totals up 
to about 299,000 in 1914, about 


000 in 1929. 
Under the Kellogg pact we 


as an instrument of national pol- 
icy. We have, therefore, under- 
taken by covenant to use these 
equipments solely for defensive 
purposes. From a defense point 
of view, our forces should be 
proportioned to national need 
and should, therefore, to some 
extent be modified by the pros- 
pects of peace, which were nev- 
er brighter than today. 

It sheuld be borne itn mind 
that the improvement in the Na- 
tional Guard by Federal support, 
begun in 1920, has definitely 
strengthened our national secur- 
ity by rendering them far more 
effective than ever heretofore. 
The advance of aviation has also 
greatly increased our effective- 
neas in defense. In addition to 
the very large program of air 
forces which we are maintaining 
in the army and navy, there has 
been an enormous growth of 
commercial aviation. This has 
provided unanticipated reserves 
in manufacturing capacity and 
in industrial And air personnel, 
which again adds to our security. 

I recommend that Congress 
give earnest consideration to the 
possibilities of prudent action 
which will give relier from our 
continuously mounting expendi- 
tures. 

Finances of the Government. 

The finances of the Govern- 
ment are in sound condition. I 
shall submit the detailed evi- 
dences and the usual recom- 
mendations in the special budget 
message. I may, however, sum- 
marize our position. The public

Owing to the many necessary 
burdens assumed by Congress in 
previous years which now re- 
quire large outlays, it is with 
extreme difficulty that we shall 
be able to keep the expenditures 
for the next fiscal year within 
the bounds of the present year. 
Economies in many directions 
have permitted some accommo- 
dation of pressing needs, the net 
result being an increase, as 
shown above, of about one-tenth 
of 1 per cent above the present 
fiscal year. We cannot fail to 
recognize the obligations of the 
Government in support of the 


*public welfare, but we must co- 


incidentally bear in mind _ the 
burden of taxes and strive to 
find relief through some tax re- 
duction. Every dollar so re- 
turned fertilizes the soil of pros- 
perity. 

The estimate submitted to me 
by the Secretary of the Treasury 
and the Budget Director _ indi- 
cates that the Government will 
close the fiscal year 1930 with a 
surplus of about $225,000,000 
and the fiscal'year 1931 with a 
surplus of about $123,000,000. 
Owing to unusual circumstances, 
it has been extremely difficult to 
estimate future revenues with 
accuracy. 

Reduction in Income Taxes. 

I believe, however, that the 
Congress will be fully justified 
in giving the benefits of the pro- 
spective surpluses to the taxpay- 
ers, particularly as ample pro- 
vision for debt reduction has 
been made in both years through 
the. form of debt retirement 
from ordinary revenues. In view 
of the uncertainty in respect of 
future revenues and the com- 
paratively smal! size of the indi- 
cated surplus in 1931, relief 
should take the form of a pro- 
visional revision of tax rates. 

I recommend that the normal 
income tax rates applicable to 
the incomes of individuals for 
the calendar year 13929 be re- 
duced from 5, 3 and 1% per 
cent to 4, 2 and % per cent, 
and that the tax on the income 
of corporations for the calendar 
year 1929 be reduced from 13 to 
11 per cent. It is estimated that 
this will result in a reduction of 
$160,000,000 in income taxes to 
be collected during the calendar 
year 1930. ‘The less in ‘revenue 
will be divided approximately 
equally between the fiscal years 
1930 and 1931. Such a program 
will give a measure of tax relief 
to the maximum number of tax- 
payers, with relatively larger 
benefits to taxpayers with small 
or moderate incomes. 

The past year has brought us 
near to completion of § settie- 
ments of the indebtedness of 
foreign governments to the Unit- 
ed States. 

The act of Congress approved 
Feb. 4,°1929, authorized the set- 
tlement with the Government of 
Austria along lines similar to the 
terms of settlement offered by 
that Government to its other re- 
lief creditors. No agreement has 
yet been concluded with that 
Government, but the form of 
agreement has been settled and 
its execution only awaits the 
Government of Austria securing 
the assent by all the other relief 
creditors of the terms offered. 
The act of Congress approved 
Feb. 14, 1929, authorized the set- 
tlement with the Government of 
Greece, and an agreement was 
concluded on May 10, 192% 

The Government of France 
ratified the agreement with us 
on July 27, 1929. This agree- 
ment will shortly be before the 
Congress, and I recommend its 
approval. 

The only indebtedness of for- 
eign governments to the United 
States now unsettled is that of 
Russia and Armenia. 

Claims Germany. 

During the past year a com- 
mittee of distinguished experts, 
under American leadership, sub- 
mitted a plan looking to a re- 
vision of claims against Germa- 
ny by the various Governments. 
The United States denied. itself 
any participation in the war set- 
tlement of general reparations 
and our claims are comparative- 
ly small in amount. They arise 
from costs of the Army of Oc- 
cupation and claims of our pri- 
vate citizens for losses under 
awards from the Mixed Claims 
Commission established under 
agreement with the German 
Government. In finding a basis 
for settlement ft was necessary 
for the committee of experts to 
request al] the Governments con- 
cerned to make some contribu- 


«tion to the adjustment and we 


have felt that we should share a 
proportion of the concessions 
made. 

The State and Treasury De- 
partments will be in a position 
shortiy to submit for your con- 
sideration a draft of an agree- 
ment to be executed between the 
United States and Germany pro- 
viding for the payments of these 
revised amounts. A more exten- 
sive statement will be submit- 
ted at that time. 

The total amount of indebted- 
ness of the various countries to 
the United States now funded is 
$11,573,465,885. This sum was 
in effect provided by the issue of 
United States Government bonds 
to our own people.

Return of Alien Property. 

The wise determination that 
alien enemy property seized in 
war shouwid be returned to its 
owners has proceeded with con- 
siderable rapidity. Of the orig- 
inal seized cash and property 
(valued at a total of about 
$625,000,000), ah but $111,566,- 
700 has been returned. Most of 
the remainder should be disposed 
of during the next year. 

The country has enjoyed a 
large degree of prosperity and 
sound progress during the past 
year with a steady Mmprovement 
in methods of production and 
distribution and consequent ad- 
vancement in standards of liv- 
ing. Progress has, of course, 
been unequal among industries, 
and some, such as coal, lumber, 
leather and textiles, still lag be- 
hind. The long upward trend of 
fundamental progress, however, 
gave rise to over-optimism as to 
profits, which translated itself 
into a wave of uncontrolled spec- 
ulation in securities, resulting in 
the diversion of capital from 
business to the stock market and 
the inevitable crash. The nat- 
ural consequences have been a 
reduction in the consumption of 
luxuries and semi-necessities by 
those who have met with losses, 
and a number of persons thrown 
temporarily out of employment. 
Prices of agricultural products 
dealt in upon the great markets 
have been affected in sympathy 
with the stock crash. 

Credit System Unimpaired. 

Fortunately, the Federal Re- 
serve System had taken meas- 
ures to strengthen the position 
against the day when specula- 
tion would break, which togeth- 
er with the strong position of 
the banks has carried the whole 
credit system through the crisis 
without impairment. The cap- 
ital, which has been hitherto ab- 
sorbed in stock market loans for 
speculative purposes, is now re- 
turning to the normal channels 
of business. There has been no 
inflation in the prices of com- 
modities; there has been no un- 
due accumulation of goods, and 
foreign trade has expanded to a 
magnitude which exerts & steady- 
ing influence upon activity in in- 
dustry and employment. 

The sudden threat of unem- 
ployment and especially the rec- 
ollection of the economic conse- 
quences of previous crashes un- 
der .a much less secured financial 
system created unwarranted pes- 
simism and fear. It was recalled 
that past storms of similar char- 
acter had resulted in retre@nch- 
ment of construction, reduction 
of wages, and laying off of work- 
ers. The natural result was the 
tendency of business agencies 
throughout the country to pause 
in their plans and proposals for 
continuation and extension of 
their businesses, and this hesita- 
tion unchecked could in itself 
intensify into a depression with 
widespread unemployment and 
suffering. 

I have, therefore, instituted 
systematic, voluntary measures of 
co-operation with the business 
institutions and with state and 
municipal authorities to make 
certain that fundamental busi- 
nesses of the country shall con- 
tinue as usual, that wages and, 
therefore, consuming power shall 
not be reduce@, and ‘that a spe- 
cial effort shall be made to ex- 
pand construction work in or- 
der to assist in equalizing other 
deficits of employment. Due to 
the enlarged sense of co-opera- 
tion and responsibility which has 
grown in the business world dur- 
ing the past few years the re- 
sponse has been remarkable and 
satisfactory. We have canvassed 
the Federal Government and in- 
stituted measures of prudent ex- 
pansion in such work that should 
be helpful, and upon which the 
different departments will make 
some early recommendations to 
Congress. 

I am convinced that through 
these measures we have re-es- 
tablished confidence. Wages 
should remain stable. A very 
large degree of industrial unem- 
ployment and suffering which 
would otherwise have occurred 
has been prevented. Agricultural 
prices have reflected the return-~- 
ing confidence. The measures 
taken must be vigorously pursued 
until normal conditions are re- 
stored. 

Farm Situation Improving. 

The agricultural’. situation is 
improving. The gross farm in- 
come as estimated by the De- 


\partmermm of Agriculture for the 


crop season 1926-27, was $12.190,- 
090,000; for 1927-28 it was $12,- 
300,000,000; for 1928-29 it was 


$12,500,000.000; and estimated on | 


the basis of prices since the last 
harvest the value of the 1929-30 
crop would be over $12,6590,000,- 

000. The slight decifine in gen- 
eral commodity prices during the 
past few years naturally assists 
the farmers’ buying power. 

The number of farmer bank- 
ruptcies is very materially de- 
creased below previous years. 
The decline in land values now 
seems to be arrested and rate of 
movement from the farm to the 
city has been reduced. Not all 
sections of agriculture, of course, 
have fared equally, and some 
areas have suffered from drouth. 
Responsible farm leaders have 


| assured me that « large meas- | 


definite steps toward a more ef- 
ficient organization of agricul- 
ture, toward the elimination of 
waste in marketing, and toward 
the upbuilding of farmers’ mar- 
keting organizations on sounder 
and more efficient lines. Sub- 
stantial headway has been made 
in the organization of four of the 
basic commbdities—grain, cotton, 
livestock and wool. Support by 
the board to co-operative mar- 
keting organizations and other 
board activities undoubtedly have 
served to steady the farmers’ 
market during the recent crisis 
and have operated also as & 
great stimulus to the co-opera- 
tive organization of agriculture. 
The problems of the industry are 
most complex, and the need for 
sound organization ts imperative. 
Yet the board is moving rapid- 
ly along the lines laid out for it 
in the act, facilitating the crea- 
tion by farmers of farmer-.wned 
and farmer-controlled organiza- 
tions and federating them into 
centra] institutions, with a view 
to increasing the bargaining pow- 
er of agriculture, preventing and 
controlling surpluses, and mobil- 
izing the economic pewer of 
agriculture. 
Attitude Toward Tariff. 

The special session of Con- 
gress was called to expedite the 
fulfillment of party pledges of 
agricultural] relief and the tariff. 
The pledge of farm relief has 
been carried out. At that time I 
stated the principles upon which 
I believed action should be taken 
in respect to the tariff: 

“An effective tariff upon agri- 
cultural products, that will com- 
pensate the farmer’s higher costs 
and higher standards of living, 
has a dual purpose. Such a 
tariff not only protects the farm- 
er in our domestic market but it 
also stimulates him to diversify 
his crops and to grow products 
that he could not otherwise pro- 
duce, and thus lessens his de- 
pendence upon exports to foreign 
markets. The great expansion of 
production abroad under the con- 
ditions I have mentioned renders 
foreign competition in our export 
markets increasingly serious. It 
seems but natural, therefore, 
that the American farmer, hav- 
ing been greatly handicapped in 
his foreign market by such com- 
petition from the younger ex- 
panding countries, should ask 
that foreign access to our do- 
mestic market should be regu- 
lated by taking into account the 
differences in our costs of pro- 
duction. ... 

“In considering the tariff for 
other industries than agriculture, 
we find that there have been eco- 
nomic shifts necessitating a read- 
justment of some of the tariff 
schedules. Seven years of expe- 
rience under the tariff bill enact- 
ed in 1922 have demonstrated 
the wisdom of Congress in the 
enactment of that measure. On 
the whole it has worked well. In 
the main our wages have been 
maintained at high levels; our 
exports and imports have stead- 
ily increased; with some excep- 
tions our manufacturing indus- 
tries have been prosperous. Nev- 
ertheless, economic changes have 
taken place during that time 
which have placed certain domes- 
tic products at a disadvantage 
and new industries have come 
into being, all of which create 
the necessity for some limited 
changes in the schedules and in 
the ‘admnistrative clauses of the 
laws as written in 1922. 

“Tt would seem to me¢that the 
test of necessity for revision is, in 
the main, whether there has been 
a substantial slackening of activ- 
itiy in an industry during the 
Past few years, and a consequent 
decrease of employment due to 
insurmountable competition in 
the products of that industry. It 
is not as if we were setting up a 
new basis of protective duties. We 
did that seven years ago. What 
we need to remedy now is what- 
ever substantial less of employ- 
ment may have resulted from 
shifts since that time. * * ® 

“In determining changes in our 
tariff we must not fail to take 
into account the broad interests 
of the country as a whole, and 
such interests include our trade 
relations with other countries.” 

No condition has arisen in my 
view to change these principles 
stated at the opening of the spe- 
cial session. I am firmly of the 
epinion that their application to 
the pending revision will give 
the country the kind of a tariff 
law it beth needs and wants. It 
would be most heipful if action 
should be taken at an early mo- 
ment, more especially at a time 
when business and agriculture 
are both co-operating to minimize 
future uncertainties, It is just 
that they should know what the 
rates are te be. 

Flexible Provision Necessary. 

Even a limited revision re- 
quires the consideration and re- 
adjustment of many items. The 
exhaustive inquiries and valuable 
debate from men representative 
of all parts of the country which 


to promulgate such changes upon 
recommendation of the Tariff 
Commission after exhaustive in- 
vestigation. Changes by the Con- 
gress in the isolated items such as 
those to which I have referred 
would have been most unlikely 
both because of the concentra- 
tions of oppositions in the coun- 
try, who could see no advantage 
to their own industry or state, 
and because of the difficulty of 
limiting consideration by the 
Congress to such isolated cases. 

‘There is no fundamental con- 
flict between the interest of 
the farmer and the worker. 
Lowering of the standards 
of living of either tends to 
destroy the other. The prosper- 
ity of one rests upon the well- 
being of the other. Nor is there 
any real conflict between the 
East and the West or the North 
and South in the United States. 
The complete interlocking of eco- 
nomic dependence, the common 
striving for social and spiritual 
progress, our common heritage as 
Americans, and the infinite web 
of national sentiment, have cre- 
ated a solidarity in a great people 
unparalleled in all human his- 
tory. These invisible bonds 
should not and cannot be shat- 
tered by differences of opinion 
growing out of discussion of a 
tariff. 


Program of Public Building. 

Under the provisions of vari- 
ous acts of Congress, $300,000,- 
000 has been authorized for 
public buildin and the land 
upon which tod construct em, 
being $75,000,000 for ee 
trict of Columbia and $225,000,- 
000 for the country at large. Ex- 
cluding $25,000,000 which is for 
the acquisition of land in the so- 
called “triangle” in this city, this 
public building legislation pro- 


vides for a five-year program — 


for the District of Columbia and 
between an eight and nine-year 
Program for the country at 
large. Of this sum, approxi- 
mately $27,400,000 was expended 
up to June 30 last, of which 
$11,400,000 has been expended 
in the District and $16,000,000 
outside. 

Even this generous provision 
for both the District of Columbia 
and the cowntry is insufficient 
for most pressing governmental 
needs. Expensive rents and in- 
adequate facilities are extrav- 
agance and not economy. In the 
District, even after the comple- 
tion of these projects, we shall 
have fully 20.000 clerks housed 
in rented and temporary war 
buildings which can last but a 
little longer. 

I, therefore, recommend that 
consideration should be given to 
the extension of authorizations 
both for the country at large and 
for the District. of Columbia 
again distributed over a term of 
years, A survey of the need in 
both categories has been made 
by the Secretary of the Treasury 
and the Postmaster General. It 
would be helpful in the present 
economic situation if such steps 
were taken as would enable early 
construction work. 

An expedition and enlargement 
of the program in the District 
would bring about direct econ- 
omies in construction by enabling 
the erection of buildings in regu- 
lar sequence. By maintaining 
a stable labor force in the city, 
contracts can be made on more 
advantageous terms. 

The earlier completion of this 
program, which is an acknowl- 
edged need, would add dignity to 
the celebration in 1932 of the 
two hundredth anniversary of 
the birth of President Washing- 
ton. 

In consideration of these proj- 
ects which contribute so much to 
dignify the National Capital, 1 
should like to renew the sugcges- 
tion that the Fine Arts Commis- 
sion should be required to pass 
upon private buildings which are 
Proposed for sites facing upon 
public buildings and parks. 
Without such control much of 
the effort of the Comgress in 
beautification of the Capital will 
be minimized. 

Waterways and Flood Control. 

The development eof inland 
waterways has received new im- 
pulse from the completion dur- 
ing this year of the canalization 
of the Ohio to a uniform njne- 
foot depth. The development of 
the other segments of the Mis- 
sissippi system should be expe- 
dited and with this in view I am 
recommending an increase in ap- 
propriations for rivers and har- 
bors from $50,000.000 to $56,. 
900,000 per annum which, to- 
gether with about $4,000,009 per 
annum released by completion 
of the Ohio, should make avail- 
able after providing for other 
‘ver and harbor works a sum 
ef trom $25,000,000 to $30,009, . 


. 0 per annum Yor the Missis- 


sippi system and thus bring it to 
early completion. 
Conflict of opinion which has 


about 10 per cent are included In 
the State highway systems, the 
remainder being county and oth- 
er local roads. About 626,000 
miles have been improved with 
some type of surfacing, compris- 
ing some 63 per cent of the 
State highway system and 16 per 
cent of the local roads. Of the 
improved roads, about 102,000 
miles are hard surfaced, com- 
prising about 22 per cent of the 
State highway systems and about 
8 per cent of the local roads. 

While proper planning should 
materially reduce the listed mile- 
age of public roads, particularly 
in the agricultural districts, and 
turn these roads back to useful 
purposes, it is evident that road 
construction must be a_ long- 
continued program. Progress in 
improvement is about 560,000 
miles of all types per annum, 
of which some 12,000 miles are 
of the most durable types.. The 
total expenditures of Federal, 
State and local governments last 
year for construction and main- 
tenance assumed the huge total 
of $1,666,000,000. 

Federal aid in the construction 
of the highway systems in con- 
junction with the States has 
proved to be beneficial and stim- 
ulating. We must ultimately give 
consideration to the increase of 
our contribution to these sys- 
tems, particularly with a view 
to stimulating the improvement 
of farm-to-market roads. 

$80,000,000 Postoffice Deficit. 

Our postoffice deficit has now 
increased to over $80,000,000 a 


year, of which perhaps $14,000,-. 


000 is due to losses on ocean mail 
and air mail contracts. The De- 
partment is making an ex- 
haustive study of the sources of 
the deficit with view to later 
recommendation to Congress in 
respect to it. , 

The postoffice quarters are 
provided in part by the Federal 
construction, in part by various 
forms of rent and lease arrange- 
ments. The practice has grown 
up in recent years of contract- 
ing long tegm leases under which 
both rent and amortization prin- 
cipal cost of buildings is included. 
I am advised that fully 40 per 
cent could be saved from many 
such rent and lease agreements 
even after allowing interest on 
the capital required at the nor- 
mal Government rate. There are 
also many objectionable features 
to some of these practices. The 
provision of adequate quarters 
for the postoffice should Be put 
on a sound basis. “ 

A revision of air mail rates 
upon a more systematic and per- 
manent footing is necessary. The 
subject is under study, and if 
legislation should prove; neces- 
sary the subject will be presept- 
ed to the Congress. In the 
meantime I recommend that 
the Congress should consider the 
desirability of authorizing fur- 
ther expansion of the South 
American services. | 
Progress in Commercial Aviation. 

During the past year progress 
im civil aeronautics has been re- 
markable. This is to a consid- 
erable degree due to the wise 
assistance of the Federal Gov- 
ernment through the establish- 
ment and maintenance of air- 
ways by the Department of 
Commerce and the mail con- 
tracts from the Postoffice De- 
partment. The Government- 
improved airways now exceed 
25,000 milese -more than 14,000 
miles of which will be lighted 
and equipped for night-flying 
operations by the close of the 
current year. Airport construc- 
tion through all the States is ex- 
tremely active. There are now 
1060 commercial and municipal 
airports in operation with an ad- 
ditional 1200 proposed for early 
development. 

Through this assistance the 
Nation is building a sound avia- 
tion system, operated by private 
enterprise. Over 6400 planes are 
in commercial use, and 9400 
pilots are licensed by the Gov- 
ernment. manufacturing 
capacity has risen to 7590 planes 
per annum. The aviation com- 
panies have imecfeased regular 
air transportation until it now 
totals 90,000 miles per day—one- 
fourth of which is flown by 
night. Mail and express services 
now connect our principal cities, 
and extensive services for pas- 
senger transportation have been 
inaugurated, and others of im- 
portance are imminent. Ameri- 
can air Hines now reach into 
Canada and Mexico, to Cuwha, 
Porto Rico, Central America. 
and most of the important coun- 
tries of South America. 

As a whole, the raffroads never 
were in such good physical and 
financial condition, and the coun- 
try has never been so well served 
by them. The greatest volume of 
freight traffic ever tendered is 
being carried at a speed never 
before attained and with satis- 
faction to the shippers. Effi-

contract or contracts on behalf 
of the Government, subject, of 
course, to such general require- 
ments as Congress may stipulate. 

The Secretary of the Interior 
is making satisfactory progress 
in negotiation of the very com- 
plex contracts required for:+the 
sale of the power to be generat- 
ed at the Boulder Dam. These 
contracts must assure the re- 
turn of ali Government outlays 
upon the project. I recommend 
that the necessary funds be ap- 
propriated for the initiation of 
this work as soon as the con- 
tracts are in the hands of Con- 
gress. 

Conservation of Resources. 

Conservation of nationa!  re- 
sources is a fixed policy of the 
Government. Three important 
questions bearing upon conserva- 
tion of the public lands have be- 
come urgent. 

Conservation of our oil and 
gas resources against future need 
is a national necessity. The 
working of the oil permit sys- 
tem™§n development of oil and 
gas resources on the public do- 
main has been subject to great 
abuse. I considered it necessary 
to suspend the issuance of such 
permits and to direct the review 
of all outstanding permits as to 
compliance of the holders with 
the law. The purpose was not 
only to end such abuse but to 
place the Government in position 
to review the entire subject. 

We are also confronted with a 
major problem in conservation 
due to the overgrazing on public 
lands. The effect of overgraz- 
ing (which has now become gen- 
eral) is not only to destroy the 
ranges but by impairing the 
ground coverage seriously to 
menace the water supply in many 
parts of the West through quick 
run-off. spring floods and au- 
tumn drought. 

We have a third problem of 
major dimensions in the recon- 
sidération of our reclamation 
policy. The inclusion of most of 
the available lands of the public 
domain in existing or p:anned 
reclamation projects largely com- 
pietes the original purpose of 
the Reclamation Service. There 
still remains the necessity for 
extensive storage of water in the 
arid States which renders it de- 
sirable that we should give a 
wider vision and purpose to this 
service. 

To provide for careful consid- 
eration of these questions and 
also of better division of re- 
sponsibilities in them as between 
the State and Federal Govern- 
ments, including the possible 
transfer to the States for schoo! 
purposes of the lands unreserved 
for forests. parks, power, min- 
erals, etc.. I have appointed a 
Commission on Conservation of 
the Public Domain, with a 
membership representing the 
major public lend States and at 
the Same time the public at large. 
[I recommend that Congress 
should authorize a moderate sum 
to defray their expenses. 

Constructive Social Service. 

The Federal Government pro- 
vides for an extensive and valu- 
uable program of constructive 
social service, in education, 
home building. protection to 
women and children, employ- 
ment, public health, recreation. 
and many other directions. 

In a broad sense. Federal ac- 
tivity in these directions has 
been confined to research and 
dissemination of information and 
experience, and at most to tem- 
porary subsidies to the States 
in order to secure uniform ad- 
vancement in practice and meth- 
ods. Any other attitude by the 
Federal Government will under- 
precious 
possessions of the American peo- 
ple; that is, loca) and individual 
responsibility. We should ad- 
here to this policy. 

Federal officials can, how- 
ever, make a further and most 
important contribution by lead- 
ership in stimulation of the com- 
munity and voluntary agencies, 
and by extending Federal as- 
sistance in organization of 
these forces and brincing about 
co-operation among them. 

As an instance of this char- 
acter. I have recently. in co-op- 
eration with the Secretaries of 
Interior and Labor. laid the 
foundations of an exhaustive in- 
quiry tnto the facts precedent to 
a nation-wide White House con- 
ference on child health and pro- 
tection. This co-operative move- 
ment among interested agencies 
will impose no expense upon the 
Government. Similar nation- 
wide conferences will be called 
in connection with better hous- 
ing and recreation at a _  iater 
date. 

In view of the considerable 
difference of opinion as to the 
policies which should be pur- 
sued by the Federal Government 
with respect to education. I have 
appointed a committ repre- 
sentative of the important educa- 
tional associations and others to 
investigate and present recom, 
mendations. In co-operation 
with the Secretary of the Inte- 
rior, 1 have also appointed a vol- 
untary committee of  distin- 
guished membership to assist in 
a nation-wide movement. for 
abolition of illiteracy. 

I have recommended addi- 
tienal appropriations for ‘the 
Federal employment 
order that it may more fully 
cover its co-operative work. with 
State and local services. I have 
also recommended additiona! ap- 
propriations for the Women's 
and Children’s 
much-needed research as to facts 
which I feel will prove most 


helpful. 
tn Public Health. 
The advance in scientific dis- 
covery as to discase and health 
imposes new considerations upon

“us. The nation as a whole is 
vitally interested in the health 
of all the people; in protection 
from spread of contagious dis- 
ease; in the relation of physica! 
and mental disabilities to crimi- 
nality; and in the economic and 
moral advancement whieh is 
fundamentally associated with 
sound body and mind. The or- 
ganization of preventive meas- 
ures and heaith education in its 
personal application is the prov- 
ince of public health service. 
Such organization should be as 
universal as public education. 


Its support is a proper burden _ 


upon the taxpayer. It cannot be 
organized with success, either in 
its sanitary or educational phases, 
except under public authority. It 
should be based upon local and 
State responsibility. but I con- 
sider that the Federal Govern- 
ment has an obtigation of con- 
tribution to the establishment of 
such agencies. 

In the practical working out 
of organization, exhaustive exper- 
iment and trial have demon- 
strated that the base should be 
competent organization of the 
municipality, county, or other 
local unit. Most of our munici- 
palities and some 400 rural coun- 
ties out of 3000 now have some 
such unit organization. Where 
highly developed, a health unit 
comprises at least a physician, 
sanitary engineer, and communi- 
ity nurse with the addition, in 
some cases, of another nurse de- 
voted to the problems of miater- 
nity and children. Such organiza- 
tion gives at once a fundamental! 
control of preventive measures 
and assists in community instruc- 
tion. The Federal Government, 
through its interest in control of 
contagion, acting threugh the 
United States Public Heaith Serv- 
ice and the State agencies, has 
in the past and should in the fu- 
ture concern ftself with this de- 
velopment, particularly in the 
many rural sections which are 
unfortunately far behind in 
progress. Some parts of the 
funds contributed under, the 
Sheppard-Towner act through 
the Children’s Bureau of the De- 
partment of Labor have aiso 
found their way into these chan- 
nels. 

I recommend to the Congress 
that the purpose of the Shep- 
pard-Towner act should be con- 
tinued fhrough the Children’s 
Bureau for a limited period of 
years; and that the Congress 
should consider the desirability 
of confining the use of Federal 
funds by the States to the build- 
ing up of such county or other 
local units, and that such outlay 
should be positively co-ordinated 
with the funds expended through 
the Unitéd States Public Health 
Service directed te other phases 
of the same county or other lo- 
cal unit organization. AM funds 
appropriated should of course be 
applied through the States, so 
that the public health program 
of the county or local unit will 
be efficiently co-ordinated with 
that of the whole State. 

Federal Prisons Inadequate. 
related to crime con- 
the administration of 
the Federal prison system. Our 
Federal institutions are 
overcrowded, and this condition 
is daily becoming worse. The 
parole and probation systems 
are inadequate. These condi- 
tions make it impossible to per- 
form the work of personal re- 
construction of prisoners so as 
to prepare them for return to 
the duties of citizenship. In 
order to relieve thc pressing 
evils, 1 have directed the tem- 
porary transfer of the Army Dis- 
ciplinary Barracks at Leaven- 
worth to the Department of Jus- 
tice for use as a Federal] prison. 
Not only is this temporary but it 
is inadequate for present needs. 

We need some new Federal 
prisons and a reorganization of 
our probation and parole sys- 
tems; and there should be es- 
tablishe@d in the Department of 
Justice a Bureau of Prisons with 
a sufficient force to deal ade- 
quately with the growing activ- 
ities of our prison institutions. 
Authorization for the improve- 
ments should be given speedily, 
with initial appropriations to 
allow tue construction of the 
new institutions to be undert “en 
at once. 

Restriction of immigration has 
from every aspect proved a 
sound national policy. Our 
pressing problem is to formu- 
late a method by which the lim- 
ited number of immigrants whom 
we do welcome shall be adapted 
to our national getting and our 
national needs. 

I have been opposed to the 
basis of the quotas now in force 
and I have hoped that we could 
find some practical method to 
secure what I believe should be 
our real national objective; that 
is, fitness of the immigrant as 
to physique, character, training, 
and our need of service. Per- 
haps some system of priorities 
«within the quotas could produce 
these result» and at the same 
time enable some hardships in 
the present system to be cleared 
up. I recommend that the Con- 
gress should give the subject 
further study, in which the exec- 
utive departments will gladly co- 
operate with the hope of discov- 
ering such method as will 
more fully secure our national 
necessities. 

Treatment of War Veterans. 

It has been the policy of our 
Government almost from its in- 
ception to make provision for the 
men who have been disabled in 
defense of our country. This 
policy should be maintained. 
Originally it took the form of 
land grants and pensions. This 
system continued untill our entry 
into the World War. The Con- 
gress at that time inaugurated a 
new plan of compensation, reha-

bilitation, hospitalization, ells 
cal care and treatment, and in- 
surance, whereby benefits were 
awarded to those veterans and 
their immediate dependents 
whose disabilities were attribut- 
able to their war service. The 
basic principle in this legislation 
is sound. 

In a desire to eliminate ali 
possibilities of injustice due to 
difficulties in establishing serv- 
ice connection of disabjlities, 
these principles have i 3 
some degree extended. Veterans 
whose diseases or injuries have 
become apparent within a brief 
period after the war are now re- 
ceiving compensc:ion; insurance 
benefits have been liberalized. 
Emergency officers are now re- 
ceiving additional benefits. ‘The 
doors of the Government's hos- 
pitais have been opened to all 
veterans, even though their dis- 
eases or injuries were not the re- 
sult of their war service. In ad- 
dition, adjusted service certif- 
icates have been issued to 3,433,- 
300 veterans. This in itself will 
mean an expenditure of nearly 
$3.500,000,000 before 1945, in ad- 
dition to the $600,000.000 which 
we are new appropriating Aan- 
nually for our veterans’ relief. 

.The administration of all laws 
concerning the veterans and 
their dependents has been upon 
ae basis of dealing generously, 
humanely, and justly. While 
some inequalities have arisen, 
substantial and adequate care 
has been given and justice ad- 
n inistered. Further improve- 
mont in administration may re- 
quire some amendment from 
time to time to the law, but care 
should be taken to see that such 
changes conform to the basic 
principles of the legislation. 

T am convinced that we will 
gain in efficiency, economy, and 
more uniform administration 
and better definition of national 
policies if the Pension Bureau, 
the National Home for Volun- 
teer Soldiers, and the Veterans’ 
Bureau are brought together 
under a single agency. The total 
appropriations to these agencies 
now exceed $800.000,000 per 
annum. * 

Approximately four-fifths of 
all the employes in the Executive 
Civil Service now occupy posi- 
tions subject to competitive ex- 
amination under the Civil Service 
Law. 

There are, however. still com- 
manding opportunities for ex- 
tending the system. These op- 
portunities lie within the pro- 
vince of Congress and not the 
President. i recommend that a 
further step be taken by author- 
ization that appointments of 
third-class postmasters be made 
under the civil service law. 

Departmental Reorganization. 

The question of deprrtmental 
reorganization has been under 
consideration for over 20 years. 
It was promised by both politica! 
parties in the recent campaign. 
It has been repeatedly examined 
by committees and commissions 
—congressional, executive, and 
voluntary. The conclusions of 
these investigations hav: been 
unanimous that reorganization is 
a necessity of sound administra- 
tion; of economy; of more effec- 
tive governmental policies and of 
relief to the citizen from unnec- 
essary harassment in his relations 
with a multitude of scattered 
governmental agencies. But the 
presentation of any specifi¢ pian 
at once enlivens opposition from 
every official whose authority 
may be curtailed or who fears 
his position is imperiled by such 
a result; of bureaus and depart- 
ments which wish to maintain 
their authority and activities; of 
citizens and their organizations 
who are selfishly interested, or 
who are inspired by fear that 
their favorite bureau may, in a 
new setting, be less subject to 
their influence or more subject 
to some other influence. 

it seems to me that the es- 
sential principles of reorganiza- 
tion are two in number. First, 
ali administrative activities of 
the same major purpose should 
be placed in groups under sin- 
gie-headed responsibility: second, 
all executive and administrative 
functions should be separated 
from boards and commissions 
and placed under individual re- 
sponsibility, while quasilegisia- 
tive and quasijudicial and broad- 
ly advisory functions should be 
removed from individual! author- 
ity and assigned to boards and 
com missions. 
the fundamenta! principles upon 
which our Government was 
founded. and they are the prin- 
ciples which have been adhered 
to in the whole development of 
our business structure, and they 
are the distillation of the com- 
mon sense of generations. 

For instance, the conservation 
of national resources is spread 
among eight agencies in five de- 
partments. They suffer from 
conflict and overlap. There is 
no proper development and ad- 
herence to broad national poli- 
cies and no central point where 
the searchlight of public opinion 
may concentrate itself. These 
functions should be grouped un- 
der the direction of some such 
official as an assistant secretary 
of.conservation. The particular 
department or cabinet, officer 
under which such a group should 
be placed is of secondary im- 
portance to the need of concen- 
tration. The same may be. said 
of educational services of mer- 
chant marine aids, of -public 
works, of public health, of vet- 
erans’ services, and many others, 
the component parts of which are 
widely scattered in the various 
departments and independent 
agencies. It ig desirable that we

Indeed, these are .

revision by Congress within some 
limited period adequate for its 
consideration. 
Prohibition Sielerestoant.’ 

The first duty of the President 
under his oath of office is to se- 
cure the enforcement of the laws. 
The enforcement of the laws en- 
acted to give effect to the eight- 
eenth amendment is far from 
satisfactory and this is in part 
due to the inedaquate organiza- 
tion of the administrative agen- 
cies of the Federal Government. 
With the hope of expediting such 
reorganization, I requested on 
June 6 last that Congress should 
appoint a joint committee to col- 
laborate with executive agencies 
in preparation of legislation. It 
would be helpful if it could be 
so appoirated. The subject has 
been earnestiy considered by the 
law Enforcement Commission 
and the administrative officials 
of the Government. Our joint 
conclusions are that certain steps 
should be taken at once. First, 
there should be an immediate 
cencentration of responsibility 
and strengthening of enforce- 
ment agencies of the Federal 
Government by transfer to the 
Department of Justice of the 
Federal functions of detection 
and to a considerable degree of 
prosecution, which are now 
lodged in the Prohibition Bu- 
reau in the Treasury; and at the 
same time the contro! of the dis- 
tribution of industrial alcoho! 
and iegalized beverages should 
remain in the Treasury. Second, 
provision should be made for re- 
lief of congestion in the Federal 
courts by modifying and simpli- 
fying the procedure for dealing 
with the large volume of petty 
prosecutions under various Fed- 
eral acts. Third, there should be 
a codification of the laws relating 
to prohibition to avoid the neces- 
sity which now exists of resort- 
ing to more than 25 statutes en- 
acted at various times over 40 
years. Technical defects in these 
statutes that have been disclosed 
should be cured. I would add 
to these recommendations the 
desirability of reorganizing . the 
various services engaged in the 
prevention of smuggling into one 
border patrol under the Coast 
Further recommenda- 
tions upon the subject as a whole 
will be developed after further 
examination by the Law Enforce- 
ment Commission, but it is not 
to be expected that any criminal 
law will ever be fully enforced 
so long as criminals exist. 

The District of Columbia 
shotid be the model of city law 
enforcement in the Nation. While 
conditions here are much bet- 
ter than in many other cities, 
they are far from perfect, and 
this is due in part to the conges- 
tion of criminal cases in the Su- 
preme Court of the District. re- 
sulting in long delays. WPurther- 
more, there is need for legisla- 
tion in the District supplement- 
ing the national prohibition act, 
more sharply defining and en- 
larging the duties and powers of 
the District Commissioners and 
the police of the District. and 
opening the way for better co- 
aperation in the enforcement of 
prohibition between the District 
officials and the prohibition offi- 
cers of the Federal Government. 
It is urgent that these conditions 
be remedied. 

Law Enforcement and Observance 

No one will look with satisfac- 
tion upon the volumé of crime 
of all kinds and the growth of 
organized crime in our country. 
We have pressing need so to or- 
ganize our system of administer- 
ing criminal justice as to estab- 
lish full vigor and effectiveness. 
We need to re-establish faith 
that the highest interests of our 
country are served by insistence 
upon the swift and even-handed 
administration of justice to all 
offenders, whether they be rich 
or poor. That we shall effect 
improvement is vital to the 
preservation of our institutions. 
It is the most serious issue before 
our people. 

Under the authority of Con- 
gress, I have appointed a Na- 
tional Commission on Law Ob- 
servance and Enforcement, for 
an exhaustive study of the entire 
problem of the enforcement of 
our laws and the improvoment 
of our judicial system. including 
the special problems and abuses 
growing out of the prohibition 
laws. The commission has been 
invited to make the widest in- 
quiry into the shortcomings of 
the administration of justice and 
into the causes and remedies for 
them, It has orgarized its work 
under subcommittees dealing 
with the many contributory 
causes of our situation and has 
enlisted the aid of investigators 
in fields requiring special con- 
sideration. I am confident that 
as a result of its studies now be- 
ing earried forward it will make 
a notable contribution to the so- 


these efforts it has been revealed 
that in some districts causes con- 
tributing to the congestion of 
criminal dockets and to delays 
and inefficiency in prosecutiens, 
have been tack of sufficient 
forces in the offices of United 
States attorneys, clerks of courts, 


‘and marshais. These conditions 


tend to clog the machinery of 
jristice. The tast conference of 
senior Circuit Judges has taken 
note of them and indorsed the 
department's proposals for im- 
provement. Increases in appro- 
priations are necessary and will 
be asked for in order to _re- 
enforce these offices.

‘tf they are not discovered, as 
carriers, they gre a constant men- 
ace to all with whom they come 
in contact. If they are known to 
the doctors they for a time are a 
misery to themselves. Although 
perfectly well they must be kept 
in strict quarantine until their 
throats are clear. Why some peo- 
ple continue to harbor the germs 
while others go free has been the 
subject of a careful investigation 
by Dr. Harvey (Lancet), who 
found that the reason was that 
the carriers had something already 
wrong, some abnormality, in the 
nose or throat. 

First of all, the -.investigators 
found out that carriers might “give 
a negative swab’-—that is to say, 
there would be no diphtheria 
germs in mucus swabbed from the 
throat for three or four weeks on 
end at the weekly examinations. 
Then suddenly .a positive “swab” 
would crop up. They found it was 
not safe to regard a carrier as 
cured until his throat had failed 
to show diphtheria germs in’ six 
consecutive weekly swab cultures. 

Some people who simply carry 
the bacilli on the surface of their 
throats are not very difficult to 
cure. They, however, usually carry 
them in the crevices of unhealthy 
'tonsils or adenoids. In such cases. 
as soon as the tonsils and ade- 
noids are removed the throat be- 
comes clean.
